head with the torment of water; choſe rather to con- 
feſle all they asked him : and ſo was quickly diſmiſ- 
ſed, comming out weeping, lamenting,and proteſting 
his.innocency. 


lobn Clark  Thenwas John Clarke, that came with Co{/ox from 
examined. Flirto,fetchtin, and a little after was heard (by the 


reſt thatwerewithour in the Hall) to cry out amaine, 
They tortured him with water and with fire, by the 
ſpace of two houres. The maner of his torture(as 
alſo of Johnſons and Tomfons) wasas followeth: Firſt 
they hoiſed him vp by the hands with a cord on a 
large dore, wherethey made him faſt ypon two. Sta- 
ples of Tron, fixr on both ſides at the topof the dore 
poſts, haling his hands one fromthe other as wide as 
7 could ſtretch, Being thus made faſt, his feete 
ſome two foot from the ground ; which alſo 
they ſtretch aſunder as far as they would etch, and 
ſo made them faſt beneath vato the dore-trees on 
cach{ide. Then they bound a cloth abour his necke 
and face focloſe, that little or no watercould go by. 
That done ,.they, poured the 'water ſoftly vpon his 


noſtrils 
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noſtrilts,and ſomewhar higher; ſorhat he couldnot 


draw breath, but he mult withall ſuck-in the water : 


which being ſtill continued to bee poured in ſoftly, 


forced all his inward parts, came out of his noſe, 
cares,and eyes;and often as it were ſtifling & cho- 
king him,atlength took away his breath, 8 br 

himto a {woune or fainting. Then they tooke him 
quickly downe, and made him vomit vpthe water. 


Bcinga little recoucred, they triced him vp againe, 
and poured inthe wateras before, eftſoones taking 


him downe as he ſeemedto beſtifled. Inthis maner 
they handled him three or foure ſeuerall times with 
water., till his body was ſwolne twice or thrice as 


biggeas before, lis cheekes like greatbladders;, and 


his eyes ſtaring and ſtrutting out beyond his: fore- 


hcad :-yer all this hee bare, without confeſfing any: 


thing, Inſomuchas the Fiſcall and tormentors reut- 
led him;faying that he was a DiuelLand noman, or 
ſurely was a Witch; at leaſt had ſome charme about 
him,or wasenchanted, that he could beare ſo much. 
Wherfore they cut off his haire very ſhort, as ſuppo- 
fing he had ſome witchcraft hidden therein. Aﬀecr- 
wardsthey hoiſed him vp againeas before, and then 
burnt him with lighted candles inthe botrome of his 
feete, vntill the fat dropt out the candles; yer then 
applyedthey freſh lights'vnro him. They burnt him 
Kd vnder the elbowes , and in the palmes of the 


hands , likewiſe vader the arme-pits, vnrtill his in- 
wards might euidently be ſeene. Arlaſt, when the 

ſaw he could of himſelfe make no handſome confel- 
ſion, then they ledde him along with queſtions of 
particular circumſtances;by themſelves d.

anſwered'yea ,to: whatſocuer they asked': whereby 
they drew from him a bodie of a confeſſion to this 
cffeR.; to wit , That Captaine Towerſon had vpon 
New-ycares day laſt- before, {worne all the Engliſh 
at, Awzboyna to bce ſecret-and aſſiſtant to aplotthar 
hehad proiccted, with the helpe of the Iaponers, to 
ſurpriſe the Caſtle, and to put the Gouernorand-the 
reſt ofthe Dutch to death. 

Hauing thus martyredthis poor man, they-ent him 
aut by.foure Blacks; who-carriedhimberween them 
toadungcon; where he lay five or ſix daics without a- 
ny Chirurgion to dreſlehim, vntil(his fleſh being pu« 
treficd) great Maggats droptand crept from himina 
molt loathſom &. noyſommaner. Thus they finiſhed 
their Sabbath daies work ; & it growing now-darke , 
{cat the reſt ofthe Engliſh.(that came that day from 
Hitto, and till: then-attended-im- the Hall) firſt to the 
Sinith's ſhop., where they were loaden with Irons, 
& then to the ſame loathſom dungeon where C/arke 
and the reſt were, accompanied with the poore Iapo« 
ners, lying in the putrefaRtion of theiv tortures; 

The next morning,being Munday: the ſeuenteenth 
of February, old ſtile, #il//am Griggs and Phu Fardo, 
with ccxtaine, Iaponers, were brought intothe place 
of examination. 39ul 

The Iaponers were firſt crueHy tortured, to accuſe 
Grigs , which atlaſtthey did:;: andGrgzs,toauoidrhe 
like torture, confeſledall that the Fifcaltkdemanded; 
By and by.the like alſo was done by 1obz Farae, and 
other Japoners : but Ferdohimſclfe:'cnduredrhe ror- 
ture of water. and at-laſt confeſſed wharſoeuer the 
Fiſcall asked him ; and ſo was fent back to priſon.. ' 
The ſame day alſo 19h Beomont was . bi "ow

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ſccondrimeto the Fiſcals chamber ,where one Cap- 
taine Newport a Dutch-mans ſon (borne in England) 
was vicd as an Interpreter. will;am Grigs was alſo 
brought-in to accuſe him ; who-ſaid, -that when the 
conſultation for taking of the Caſtle, washeld, then 
hee(the ſaid Beomont } was preſent. Beomort denicd it 
with grcat carneſtnefle and deep oaths. At laſt bein 
triced vp, and drenched with water till his inwar 
were ready to crack, he anſwered affirmatiuely-toall 
the Fiſcals interrogatories : yetas {oon as heewas let 
down, he cleerly demonſtrated to Captain Newport, 
and /obxſox a Dutch Merchant then allo preſent, that 
theſe things could not be ſo. Neuertheleſſe hee was 
forced to put his hand to his confeſsion, or elſe hee 
muſt to the torture againe : whichte auoid, hee ſub- 
ſcribed.; and fo had agreatiron bolt & two ſhackles 
riueted to his legs, & then-was carried back topriſon, 
. Afterthis, George Sharrock, Afsiftantat Hitto, was Ge

ſelues,that reſided there alſo with him. - Heereupon, 
they commanded himagaine to the Racke : but hee, 
crauing reſpite as before, now told them ,'that hec 
had many times heard 70h Clark(who was with him 
at Hitto)ſay, That the Dutch had donethem many 
vnſufferable wrongs, and that he would be reuenged 
ofthem : to which end, hee had once broken with 
Captaine Towerſon of a braue plot.

He anſwered,that Captain Tower ſor was 
very much offended with Clarke forthe motion, and 
fromthenceforth could neuer abidehim.Heereupon 
the Fiſcall called him rogue; & ſaid he pratedall from 
the matter, and ſhould to the torture,” Hee craued 
fauour againe,and began another tale ; rowir, that 
vpon Twelt-day then lait paſt, 79h# Clark told him.

friends heerin England. 

The {ix and ewentith of February, f:/o weteri, the 
priſoners were all brought into the great Hall of the 
Caſtle (except Captain Tower/br and Exwanucl Tom- 


ſon )to be prepared for death by the Miniſters, The - 


Iapons now all in generall,as ſome of them had done 
before in particular, cried out tothe Engliſh, ſaying ; 
O you Engliſhmen, where did wee cuer in our liucs 
eat with you,talk with you, or (to ourremembrance) 
ſeeyou The Engliſhanſwered, Why then haue you 
accuſed vs? The poore men, perceming they were 
made belecue each had 7 yr? bole they 
had ſo done indeed ; ſhewed them their tortured bo- 
dies, and faid, If a ſtone were thus burnt, would it nor 
change his nature « how much more we that arc filet]; 
and blood ! 

Whilſtrhey were all in the Hall, Captaine Tow- 
erſon was brought vp into the place of examination, 


and two great Iarrs of water carricd after him. Whar . 
- hee there did or ſuffered, was vnknowne to the Eng-- 


liſh without : bur it ſeemerh, they made himthen-ro 


vader-writc his confeſſion. Afer ſupper,ohn Powle, 
D 3 Ephraim 
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(. Ephraim Ramſey, Thomas Ladbrook, and Tohn Saddler, 
[ who were found not-guilty, as aforeſaid, were taken 
from the reſt, and put into 'another roome. By and 
by alſo werc Samuel Colſon & Edward Collins brought 
from the reſt, into the room where Emanuel Tomſor 
lay. The Fiſcall told them, it was the Gouernors 
metcy,to ſaue one of them three: and it being indif- 
ferentto him, which of them were the man, it was 
his pleaſure they ſhould draw lots for it. which 
they did, and the frec lot fell ro Edward Collins,who 
then was carried away to the chamber, where /04z 
Powle and the reſt that were quit, lodged:and Semuel 
Colſon back into the Hall. Anon alſo ohx Beomont 
was brought out ofthe Hall, into the chamber where 
tohn Powle, & thereſt of the acquitted perſons were, 
and was told,that he was beholding to Peter 7ohnſor 
the Dutch Merchant of Loho, and tothe Secretarie; 
for they two had begged his life. x 

Sothenthere remained inthe Hall ten of the Eng- 
liſh ; for Captaine Tower ſon and Emanuel Toniſon (as 
is ſaid before)were kept in ſeueral rooms apart from 
the reſt. To theſe that remained inthe Hall,came the 
Dutch Miniſters,who telling them how ſhort atime 
they had to liue, admoniſhed and exhorted them to 
make their true confeſſions ; for it was a dangerous 

. and deſperate thing,todiſfemble at ſuchatime. The 
Engliſh ſtill profeſſed their innocency, and prayed 

- the Miniſters, that they might all recciue the Sacra- 
ment, as aſeale of the forgiueneſle of their ſinnes , 

- and withall, thereby to confirme their laſt profeſſion 
of their innocencie. But this would by.no meanes 
begranted. Whereupon Samuel Colſon ſaid thus vn- 

_ tothe Miniſters ; You manifeſt vnto vs the danger 
of 
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of diffimnlation in this caſe, Bur tell vs ; if we ſaffer 

iltlefle, being otherwiſe alſo true beleetiers in; 
Chriſt Iefus, What ſhall be our reward © The Prea- 
cher anſwered, By how much the cleerer you are, fo 
much the more glorious ſhall bee your refarreQion.

med by the Dutch)are allowed to haue no Armes, 
but onely a Catanne,a kinde of ſhort ſword : andit is 
forbidden toall the Dutch,vpon great penalty,to ſell 
any hand-gun, powder or bullets, to the Tapons or 
Amboyners. Bur let it be imagined that "heb. twen- 
tic perſons, Engliſh and Iapons, were ſo deſperate as 
to aduenture the exploit ; how ſhould they be able to 
maſter the Dutch in the Caſtle, orto keep poſſeſſion 
when they had gotten it © what Seconds had they ? 
There was neither Ship nor Pinace of the Engliſh in 
the harbour. Allthe reſt of the Iapons in the Iſland, 
were nottwentic perſons, and not one Engliſh more. 
The neereſt of the reſt of the Englith, wereat Banda, 
forty leagues from Amboyna; and thoſe but nine per- 
ſons, all afterwards clecred by the Gouernor and Fiſ- 
call themſclues from all ſuſpicion of this pretended 
crime; as wereal{othe reſt of the Engliſhat Iaccatra, 

On the otherfide, beſides the ſtrength of the Ca- 
ſtle and Town of Amboyna, the Hollanders haue 
three otherſtrong Caltles, well furniſhed with Soul- 
diers, in the fame If{land,and at Cambello neere ad- 
ioyning.

was agreed between both Companics at home, That 
the Forts in the Indies ſhould remaine reſpcRiuely in 
thc hands of ſuch as had poſlcefſion of them at the 
date of the Treatie, A»7:1619. and that the ſame was 
ratified by the Kings Maicſtie, and the Lords States 
Generall.

that the ground of this barbarous and tyrannous pro- 
cceding was a true Crime, and not the vnſatiable co-

Amboyns ; which is alrcady become the cuent ofthis

Abel Price,Barber) 
was before apprehended ( as an /zcendzary ) for bur- 
ning and violence done vpon other houſes, who 
alſo was firſt examined, and firſt confeſſed ( as the 
other 1 1.74074 )thar he(by name,Gabriel Tower- 
fon)and other Engliſh Marchants, whom hee named 
by their names , had ſuborned the ſaid Zepoyiar 
fouldicrs; and that all the Enz/iſh Marchants inthe 
Forraigne Cantores in Amboyna, bad knowledge of 
this conſpiracy, &c. So that ic may bee ſcene, our of 
that which went before, that the Dutch Gonernou 
deale nootherwiſe inthe apprehenſion, & examina» 
tion of- the Exg/zfh; than according to his place, and 
power, and that with great diſcretion, according to. 
the lawes of theſe Ynzred Proninees. 

The ſecond point which is abuſiucly diſperſed in 
Ezgland,again(t this execution,is,that it is ſaid,that it 
did notappcrtainto the Vetherl/andersin Amboyua to 
impriſon- the ſaid Erg/ifh, and to proceede againſt 


'them,or to puniſh them;bur that ir did belong to the 


Councell of defence refident at 7aquetra, cenfifting half 
of Enzl:h,& half of Nethertanders,according to the 
treaty of the yeare 1619. made betweene his XMazeſty 
and the Zoras the States,berweene the two Eſt-indzz 
Comypanyes, T bat mightthe better informe my ſelfc 
thereof, I;rooke in hand, and peruſed the general 
ercaty.of 1649,with theexplication following ther- 

: 32 vpon; 
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vpon ; burt I profeſſe, that { as Ithinke ) every vnder- 
{ſtanding man,(not louing diſcord muſt conteſie;that 
neicher in the faid treaty , nor in the enlargement, 
any one article or word could be perceiued, wherby 
(according to that which is vntruely ſaid in England) 
either this, or any ſuch thing is ordayned,or decided, 
by the ſaid treaty; as it ought to haue clearely beene 
inſogreat and importanta point, as this part of iu- 
riſdiction is. I appealeto all wiſe men, who I deſire 
may iudge of this, whether this ſpeech of ſome in 
Ergland( to wit, that the ſaid Councell of defence 
ſhould ( alone ) haue iudged theſe conſpirators ) 
bee agreableto the ſaid treaty, or contrary to the 


ſame. I finde many arguments for my negatiue 0- 


pinion, to wir, that beforethe treaty of 1619. the 
Dutch in Amboyna adminiſtred iuriſdition, and iu- 
dicature, vpon all and euery one who dwelt in 
or vader the juriſdiction of the Caſtle, as well inha- 
birants as ſtrangers, wichout difference ; and that 
in this ſaid treaty, the Dutch, withthe Engliſh Mer- 
chants, made onely a league in the matter of com- 
merceandnegotiation of Nutmegs,Hace,Cloues,and 
Pepper, in ſome quarters,wichout hauing any further 
treaty , or communication in the land 3 ſo that with- 
out the bounds of this common negotiation, cuc- 

one remained free, and vn-hyndered in the land, 
by the right and poſleſsion which either Company 
_ enioyed and exerciſed ſeuerally ; according as the 
ſame appeareth out of the 23. articleof the treaty: 
whereit is expreſsly ſaid ; That Caſtles and Forts ſhall 
remajne in their hands who at preſent doe poſleſle 
them: Andout of the 13.14-15: articles of the trea- 
ect | H 2 ty, 
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, all may ſee, that this common Councell of De- 
hath no more power, ſauce onely ouer the fel- 
lowſhipof therreaty, that is, oner the Nauy of de- 
fence in the Seca, to the defence of the common 
Merchandize, and liberty of commerce; and laſtly, 
to taxe the charges for the prouiſjon of munition 
inthe Forts : neither can any other thing be ſincere- 
ly colletedout of the ſaid treaty , fo farre as I can 
conceive. Therefore this ſecond point-is found to be 
vatrue and abuſfiue, being not founded vpon the 
faid treaty, which treaty (notwithſtanding )ought 
to bee the onely rule, both of the one and the other 
Company. - | 

Finally, it iggiuen out in Exe/aza, that inrhe exa- 
mination of the Conſpirators there was cxceſle in 
the Netherlands Tudges,in the point of Torture. I ac- 
knowledge, that no argument or pretext againſt 
the 1uſtice of this execution, hath more mooued 
mee in the beginning, than this pretence of exceſſe 
aforefaid,becauſe this ſtirreth Chriſtian compaſsion; 
although [ alfo judge, that wiſe men will not ſuffer 
themſclues. to bee roo much tranſported thereby, 
before the true reaſons doe fully appeare, which 


. ſhould move vs thereunto. For, I well remember 
-per, that inthetime of former miſtakings inthe 7»- 


dyes, many things were pretended on both parts, 
vpon which, there were great outcries on cither 


fide, which yet, by dte examination, were found 
to be(though faire, yer ) falſe pretexts of ſome il[-wil- 
lers, and men defirous to wrangle: which pretences 
beingthroughly fifred by the High and much ad- 
mired wifdomeof his Mfaicfty, and the Lords the 
eh | States, 
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States,were well diſcoucred to beno ſuch matters as 
they were made: as it 13 alſo vadoubtedly tobe be- 
leeued, that his Mareity, and the Srates will yet fut- 
ther doc in this affaire; and ſothe cauſe of the Daurch 
Company may bee( in thecarriage hereof ) right 

wnftifed. Of which I vndesftand that the {as a 


States hauc ſpeciall regatd,and that they have beene 
throughly informed, whar is the very trath of the 
things:there paſt , and of che execution in 

vpon the Erg/;/b Confpirators.Ynto which cnd the 
Lyras the States reſolued tofee and peruſe all the 
papers and letters, touching the faid proceedings: 
And now thereupon men ſpeake farre otherwiſe 
than heretofore; for pretences and cauills / bein 
once detected ) cannot ſtand with truth. And it 
doth plainly appeare,that there is lirtle truth in the 
matter of torture, reported to bee moſt cruclly inflic- 
ted vpon theſe Eng/;ſb Conſpirators, as in Ergland 
it is ſaid. And I hauccuer ſuſpected this for a flan- 
der : for I know the Duich Nation doth naturally 
abhorre this kinde of cruelty, and are as much moo- 
ued to comimiſeration, as any other people, But 
whether theſe cuill minded Aur =_ {catre- 
red this great flander in En2/en4, aue ſo fowly 
defaced a-iolt cauſe, boi done it by occafion of 
our vic of tortures in theſe lands, in ſome weighty 
cauſes, according tothe cuſtome of the moſt domi- 
nionsof Z ; I cannot iudge. Bur is thatto bee 
cenſured tdged to bee vniuſt of rhe whole 


wotld, which isrcpugnant tothe lawes of Eng/ana, 
{orariy one Nation) where torture $ rarely vicd * 


Nothing ſo, but the juſtice or iniuſtice of a cauſe, 
H 3 muſt 
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muſt bee ( as aforeſaid ) determined, according to 
the lawes where it is done, and not of otherlands. 
If this were not ſo, why thenſhould not the whole 
world much more iudge thatas a hard, and a thing 
vnheard, (and therfore condemnable) which in ſome 
caſes is vied in England, according to the lawes 
there , "when they -proceed againſt ſome guilty per- 
ſon ; who being onceand againe asked of the Iudge, 
and vtterly refuſing to bee legally tried, is adiud- 
ocd as dumbe, thatis, by contumacy ; whoſe con- 
demnation then accordingly followeth, That hee is 
laid ypon atable, or planke, and another planke ypon 
him,-and ſo much weight of ſtone or lead laid vpon 
him, that his body is miſerably bruiſed, and ſo preſ- 
ſed violently to death. The which, according tothe 
confeſsion of all nations, { eſpecially, becauſe this 
kinde of iuftice is not vicd in other lands ) and 
by the Engliſh writers, is iudged to bee one of the 
moſt ſharpe and ſeuere kindes of death, thatcan 
be inuented; yet cannot ſuch an execution bee cal- 
led cruell and vnlawfull when it is done in England, 
becauſe it is done according to the lawes of that 

land, though ſtrangers ſhall iudge otherwiſe of ir. 
And in like manner the Erzliſb nation cannot com 
Plaine of the torture which cuill willers ſay , was 
vſcd ypon theſe Exgliſb Conſpirators in Amboyna, 
becauſe it was done according tothe lawes of this 
Goxernment,and isnot vnuſual in caſes of treaſon,net- 
ther with vs, nor { almoſt) any Nation in Europe. 
And for Englandit ſelfc, it is well knowne( and his 
moſt excellent azeffy doth acknowledge by his 
owne Prixcely pen)that the Rack, & the Marnicles,arc 
the 
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the onely tortures, that are exerciſed ypon T'raytors, 
to force them ro confeſle, { without concealement ) 
what they k1oweto beedangerovs tothe State. 
And to ſay thetruth, without taking parts,the Eng- 
liſb Conſpirators being affronted with the vniforme 
and writcen conteſsions, of the 1 1. /aponrars (their 
Comp lices) which could conuince them ſufficient- 
ly, according to-the lawes , and finde them guilty 
of the ſame conſpiracy, and conſequently of death : 
ifnow,notwithſtanding this,they had perſiſted in the 
ſtout deniall of the fadt, were not this (' ro ſpeake 
according to the manner in Exg/ard ) enough to 
tudge them dumb by contumacy, and ſo toeſteeme 
them worthy of this ſore! puniſhment of prefsing, 
ro-death, as is aforeſaid ? Butthis torture of ours: 
( if any in Amboyna weie (o tartured )isto bee iud-, 
ed farre leſfe chan that preſsing, where the male-: 
tator doth ſuffer ſuch; extreame- miſery. as; cannot 
| bee imagined, -8nd which is: not to bee lenifyed or 
caſed at all, but ended by death. Butto the ſuffi- 
cient ſatisfaRion of my ſelfe,and your Worſhip,and 
all men, and not to ſpeake according tothe ſen- 
tence, and-conſcience of others; I haue viedall di- 
ligence togetinto my-hands the written proceſ/#,con- 
cerning the Conſpirators in Amboyna, which I ob- 
tained. authentically, and | read carefully': and I 
finde that all that js.by mee aboue ſaid, is confir- 
med, to wit, That the Z4p9x/an Complices were cx« 
amincd-, and made their confeſsions as aforcſaid, 
for three dayes, viz,the 23.24.25. 0f Feb.1623. and 
that all this being done, and conſummated bcfore, 


thenatlaſt, is Gabriel Towerſon,tnſt with the reſt = 
the

the Ew2l;h Complices, impriſoned, the ſaid 25.0f 
February, when their examination and confeſsion 
began, and continued divers dayes without ouer- 
haſting, till the 3.of March. And the faid cxaming- 
tions and confeſsions being ſo finiſhed, the Verher- 
lands Gonermonr, and Cou ncell, deliberated whether 
the puniſhment might bee deferred to any long 
time, or referredto any other place; but it was ſo 
concluded , by igynt conſent of all, that the ſaid 
puniſhment ( there deſerned ) mult beeexecutedin 
the ſame rrs tm pr and thatit could not ( in 
any wiſe ) bee delaied without extreame danger, 
for reaſons there related; and among others, be- 
caufe the Ternatanes, and mdians about Amboyni, 
hadotherwiſe than they were wont, rebelled;neither 
could -it bee fully knowne, whatgreat confederacy 
theſe Conſpirators had made with them, and others. 
And touching any extraordinary and cruel! tor- 
ture, I haucaccuratly ouer-looked every ones con- 
feſsion, butT findenotone word in any one, which 
maketh any mention of ſuch eorture, as is vniuſtly 
fpoken of in England; riay, ſcarce finde any men- 
tion of that ordinary torture, which is in vſe, ſauc 
only theſe words, in one at ofthe 25. of Feb. 1623. 
viz. TheConncell being gathered together, haue thought 
meete, that all the Engliſh ſhould be preſently examined 
one after another ( #5 accordingly it was inſtantly done ) 
and ſome of them before any torture z others , after a 
little (or rathera touch ) of it., confe//ed as followeh. 
Vnto which,followettypreſemly the particular con- 
fefgion ofeach one, ſubſcribed with his owne hand, 


- asaforefaid.So that hence it is manifeſt}, that no ex-

traordinary totturewas vied, in ſuch manner as'is- 
giuen-out there, by thoſe that wiſh vs cuill g nay;; 
that thoſe few thatfelt any,were onely touched(riot 
puniſhed ) with ordinary torture. | || A 

And thus your, worſbip hath the vpright arid im-. 
partiall truth of this bufineſſe, touching the whole 
paſſage as ir proceeded, and the puniſhment, as-it. 
was inflited;from which,ſome Exz/;ſhwere exemp- 
ted by fauour, that the Emgliſh goods ſhould not be 
loſt, according as order hath beene given to that 
cnd : AndI finde that the ſentence was giuenthe g. 
of March,162z3. byacompetent aſſemblyof 14.Iud- 
ges , who (asjv.appearcth inthe ſcntence. )4n the 
doing thereof, did ( before.) earneſtly. call vpon the 
name of the Zord, that hee would pleaſeto be prefi- 
dent and predominant in euery oneoftheir hearts, 
inthis their ſorrowfull af/embly;z and that heewould 
isſpice them onely. with.that which: migtit bee iud- 
ged to bee expedient and iuſt,&c. So. that outofalt 
that is aboue ſaid, nothing elſe can pare; but 
that this buſineſſe was managed lawfully, and or- 
derly , by men of honeſty and- conſcience, againſt 
ſuchas had vadertaken againſt the State, againſtthe 
wealth and aduantage of this Ea##-1ndza Company,the 
lives of their Officers there placed, againſtthe eſtate 
and welfare of many , who had littledeſerued,:and 
as little expected, ſuch wickednes from their friend- 
ly confederates in the ſame ſocicty of Marchants, 
there reſident with them.

this relation : To this end, he takes and heapes toge- 
ther all rhe jcaloufies and dangers thag the Dutch 
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had in the Indics,yca and more than they truely had, 
ator about the rime ofthe pretended confpitacie , 
and applyesthem all to the 4 0 of this buſines : 
asifall then-enemies were likcly to conſpire with 
che Engliſh ; and therefore the fat, vnder colour 
whercof they were condemned and executed, were 
ſible and probable , and as ifthe ſtate of the time 
had bin then ſo dangerous,that cucry ſhadow of con- 
{piracy wasto bee cxquilitely enquiredof,, and the 
leaſt offence to be ſeucrely puuiſhed. Wherefore al- 
though this be no direct charge of the Engliſh, but 
vicd by the Authorto ſupply the want of probabili- 
tics inthe proceſlcit {elfe, it willnotbe amiſle to cx- 
amine the fcucralt circamftances, and how far they 
may yeeld any fuſpicion againſt the ſaid Engliſh. 
Now this Authortaketh the maine grounds of this 
ſuſpicion ot ſome great plot againſt the Prouince of 
Amboyna, from rhe vnwonted boldneſſe and inſo- 
lencies of the Ternarans ; firſt in the Moluccoes, 
andthen in Amboyna. For thoſe in the Moluccoes, 
he fanth, they had lately before the pretended con- 
{piracy ofthe Engliſh, gone about; contrary to the 
Treatie, Anno 1606. berweene them and the Dutch, 
to make; peace with theKing of Tedore, and truce 
with the Spaniard, withour rhe conſent or know- 
ledgeotthem, the Darch : which how honeſtly and 
conictonablycitisalleaged to:this purpoſe, may- ap. 
peare by the Tonraalls of thoſe parts ;"which/eui- 
decently ſhew., that this Treatie:berweene thoſe of 
.Ternata and' Tedovey was in'Noucmber;: 1621. 
«that is ro ſay, fiftcene-moneths before this forged 
conſpiracie ; and-that with the knowledge of 
 Houtman, the Gouernour of the Dutch, who, "_ 
þ rhe 
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the 19 of Nouember the yearec aforcfaid,acquainted 
M.Nichols, the Agent of the Engliſh in thoſe parts, 
with the preparations 'of this Treatic, which was a- 
ctually holden at Ternatathe 24: ofthe ſame month. 
Bur che matter was ſo.well handled by the Dutch, to 
kcepethole neighbour Iſlands in perpetuall warre , 
that the Treatie was diflolued re rzf2d2, And the 
{cuenth of December. following, an Edi&was pub- 
liſhed by the King of Ternata, commanding all rhe 
Tedorians forthwith to departthe Ifland of Termna- 
ta, vpon paitie'to be made flaucs. After this, the cor- 
refpondence betweene the Dutch and Ternatans in 
the Moluccoes, returned into as firme ſtate as uer , 
the Ternatans performing daily exploits againſt the 
Spaniards, and communicating the triumph with the 
Durch: As theſeuenteenth of February 1 6 2 2. be- 
ing afull yeare before the feined rreafon ofthe Eng- 
Iifh, the King of Ternata, with/twentie Cutricurries, 
tooke 4 Spaniſh Galley, flew fortic in fight,aud took 
1 5 vpriſoners, whom they ſold to the Dutch for 
Clothand Rice : and comming by the Hollanders 
Caſtle of Maalato, rhe cighteenth of the fame mio- 
neth, withthe heads of diuers Spaniards athis Stern, 
the Dutch falured him from their ſaid Caſtle with 
nine ſhor ofgrear Ordnance. The 25 . of Aprill fol- 
lowing, the Admirall of the King of Ternatk tookea 
Prow ofthe Spaniards, flew ſome, and ſoldthe reft 
to the Dntch. The 28. of the ſame monterh, both

nata. The 22. of May nextenſuing,theking of Terna-

Thethurd of Tuly,the 
Ternatanes tooke other priſoners , and ſold them to 
the Dutch. . The 24 . of Auguſt,the king of Ternata 
made one Yoglera Dutch Merchant, his Treaſurer ; 
at whoſcinſtalmentin his new office,the Dutch gaue 
ſeuen great ſhot from the Caſtle, And this good cor- 
reſpotdence,betweene the Ternatans and the Dutch 
inthe Moluccoes, continued cuen vntill, and after 
the exccution of the Engliſh at Amboyna : which 
was (as hath beenc ſhewed) in March t 6 2 3 . ew 
ſtile. Vponthe 14.0f which moneth, the Dutchgaue, 
the king of Ternata, and other Blacks, two hundred 
Bails of-Tapan Ricc, with other preſents : at the de- 
liveric whercof, there were ſhot off from the Caſtle 
{cuen peeces of Ordnance,and three Vollics of ſmall 
ſhot. By all which may appeare, how {incerely this 
Author applycth the diftidence betweene the Dutch 
and the king of Ternata, which was now none at all, 
to this buſinefle of Amboyna, 

The next point is, that the Ternatans in the Mo- 
luccoes went about alſo to make truce with the Spa- 
niards, without conſcnt or knowledge of the Dutch : 
wherein this dealing of the Author, 1s worſe than the 
former, For this Treatic. of truce appeareth by the 
"Tournalls,to haue beene holdenthe 19.0f Iuly 1623. 
which was flue moneths after the execution of the 
Engliſhat Amboyna, and ſo came too late to moue 
ſuſpicion againſtthem, |

ſer of the ſeathere, and tharby default of rhe Eng- 
liſh, who, contrary tothe treaty of the yeer 1619. 
had deſerted the defenſe, and fentno moe ſhips, nci- 
- thertothe Moluccoes,nor tothe Manilliaes: whence 
now the Spaniards had means to ſend Ships,Gallies, 
and Pinaces, tothe Moluccoes. What the ftrength 
of the Spaniard inthe Moluccoes(by ſea)was, at the 
time of this pretended feare, may appeare by the ex- 
ploits before-mentioned , done vpon them by the 
Curricurrics of rhe Tenatans, withour helpe of the 
Hollanders. But for the defaultofthe Engliſh, which 
1s heer odiouſly alledged, it will be requiſite ro fer 
downe the true cauſes wherefore the Engliſh relin- 
quiſked rhe action of deftenſe,afwelartthe Manilliaes, 
as elſewhcre; being a matter much aggrauated ypon 
all occaſions by the Hollanders ,. albeit themſclues 
haue giuen the cauſe thereof. Wherefore briefly, the 
true motiues ofthe Engliſh, there deſiſting from the 
action of defenſc, were as tolloweth, The Engliſh 
had, by agreement ofthe Councell of defenſe, rwo 
yeerstogether maintained a Fleet of fiue tall 8& war- 
like ſhips,toioinc with the like ſtrength of the Hol- 
landers, forthcaction of the Manilliaes,andrhe pro- 
fir of the voyage (as the charge) to bee common to 
both Companies. The Dutch prepared anorher 
Fleet of ſeucn ſhippes.all of rheir owne, for Macao, 
bordering vpon Chyna,neer the Manifliaes,withour 
Suing knowledge thereoftorthe Englithat Iaccarra, 
yartill their Fleet was ready to depart thence ; well 
knowing,that vpon ſuchwarning it wonld be impol- 
{ible for the Engliſh to prepare a like force to 10yne 
with them. Tothoſe they appointcd alſo, eight Pi- 
-naces thatwere then rey 1 join; and CNY =" 
| K ent 
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ſent another ſhip with prouiſions vnto them; This 

Fleet paſſing by two of the Engliſh ſhips, which were 

appointcd for that quarter of the Manilliacs; the En= 

ol welcomed them, and offered ro joyn with them 
in their exploit. Which the Dutch retuſed, ſaying, 
That this being anexploit oftheir owne, the Engliſh 
ſhould neither participate of the fact, nor of the be- 
nefirthat might ariſe thereby. Likewiſe, by-agree- 
ment of the Councell of defenſe. of both Natio 
there was another Fleet of ten ſhippes ſet forthat the

tions of the Engliſhagainſt this preuarication,Sothat 
foure Caracks of the Portugals coming that way,the 
zeſt of the Fleet ofthe Englith and Dutch being thus 
weakned by the default of the foure Dutch ſhips a+

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actions and charge to their -priuate aduantage; that 
when the joynt torces are imployed to giue the 'enc- 
mie work in one part, they (the Hollanders) might 
with caſe oppreſle them in another, and appropriate 
the whole benefit rothemſelues. 

The next ſuſpicion that this Author gathercth, is 
from the infolencics of the Ternatans of 
dwelling at Lohoand Cambello, and thereabours ; 
who (as this Author faith) preſumed now, beyond 
former exiple, to outrage the ſubjes of the Dutch, 
flaying them,and 7 mp away for {laues, yea 
burning two of their houfts, oneat Loho, & another 
at Manichells : for which when the Gouernor went 
out witha Fleet to crauc juſtice and reparation, hee 
was braued by the Ternatans with a ſtronger Fleet 
than his owne ; yea, they threatncd to come with an 
hundred Curricurriesagainſt Amboyna. 

This dealing of the Authour is like the former 
about the Treatie of peace with. the 'Tedorians, and 
rruce with the Spaniards. For when the Gouernour 
of Amboynaſet foorththe laſt Fleet of Curricurries 
beforethe apprehenſion ofthe Engliſh, hce ſtood on 

ood tearmes with the Ternatans at Loho ; neither 
of the Factories heere mentioned beeing then burnt 
orinjured. The'Gouernour then went onely, accor- 
ding to his yecrely cuſtome, to viſit the skirts and 
out-pants of Amboyna, and had no affront oftered 
him. Afeer that;vpon occaſion of aflauc of the Eng- 
l:hthar ranne away, and, being afterwards laid hold 
on,w as reſcued by a reputed holy man of or neerc 
 thatpartthe Engliſh craued aſſiſtance of the Dutch 


 Gouernour : who did his beſt, but was therein'aby- 


ſd by thoſe of Loho; and not only ſome of hismen

Amboyna, 
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qutraged,, but the Engliſh Factor Maſter zeomont 
was way-laid by the people of the ſaid holy man : 
and,in ſtead of him, one of the ſeruants ofthe Dutch 
was {lain between Cambello and Loho. The next 
day alſo, was Beomont himſelf aflailed,and ſhot in the 
hand by the fame holy mans people, whoalfo a little 
before did their beſt to kill //4;am Grigs,another of 
the Engliſh, Factors, that finding the ſaid flaue ar 
Loho, laid hold on him there. Vpon this occaſion, 
both the Engliſhand Dutch left their Factorie at Lo- 
ho, which was ſhortly after burnt by thoſe Terna- 
tans, That other,touching the burning of the Fato- 
rie at Manichells, is moregroſlely applyed than the 
former; for that Factorie was burnt after the Engliſh 
were apprehended: befides that,this Aythor diflem- 
bleth thatthere was a vehement and common ſuſpt- 
cionat Amboyna, that this Factoricat Manichells 
was burnt, not by the FTeroatans, but by the Dutch 
Factor himſelf, who, being therealone, was faid-to- 
haue firſt conuciedaway the goods ofthe Dutch and. 
the Engliſh there for his owne vie, and then to haue 
burnt the Factorie ; laying the fact vpon the Terna- 
tans. | 

After this indeed, the Gouernour of Amboyna- 
made out a Flcet of Curricurries, to procure repara-: 
tion of thoſe exceſles; and: therein, not going fo 
ftrong as he might, was braucd by thoſe Fernatansof 
Amboyna. But this wasafter the apprehenſion and 
exccution of the Engliſh;and fais as. honcſtly appli- 
edto.moue ſuſpiciott in this place;as thejointquarcel: 
cf the Engliſh and. DutchwehcinGolLebochogin: | 
ang pon occaſion of the Englilli; 62s the burnang 
of. the FaRorie at Manichells, done afzcr the Fog- 
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liſh were apprehended and impriſoned. As for the 
threats of the Ternatans here mentioned; that they
